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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the town of Thorn- 
ton. , ’ 


GENTLEMEN :—The time having arrived at which the laws 
of the State require me to give the town an account of the 
condition of our schools the past year, I would most respect- 
fully submit the following report. 


District No 1. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Gertrude McCausland. 
This was a pleasant and profitable school. Miss McCausland 
_ labored earnestly and successfully in this school, and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. Good order was sustained throughout the 
_ term, and commendable progress was the result. 

e second term, taught by Mrs. Olive A. Weeks. Mrs. 
_ Weeks has had much experience in teaching, having taught 
twenty-nine terms, and ten or twelve in this town, in former 
years. She has always sustained a good reputation as an in- 
siructress. From some cause unknown to your committee, 
‘quite a large number of the scholars were absent from the 
school during the latter part of the term. Those that attended 
regularly throughout the term made fair improvement. A few 
examples of punctuality in this school are worthy of imita- 
tion: Melvina James, Minnie James and Linuie L. James had 
| neither an absent, tardy, or dismissal mark during the whole 
term of fourteen weeks.

school was too great an undertaking for a young lady only six- 


‘teen years of age. Miss Sargent possessesenergy and ability
